If you are hnld enough to leave your 
rickshaw ami wander atmnf on f*»nt r<>u 
will anon attraet a curious crowd, tbe 
clatter of whose wooden geta U|»on the 
flags will well nigh deafen you. It la a 
good nntnred. well meaning crowd, 
however, and will noon Is* scattered by 
a policeman. If there ar** any r|erk« 
going your way they will address yon 
In the hope of learning a few words of 
English nr Inviting you to their stores 
There la no bmitlllty or Instilt, only eu 
rioslty and good nature*!. eldldlsh 
amusement. 

Mtslesty la an unknown quantity In 
Japan, as one soon learns. If your rick 
shaw man's two garments beeoute damp 
be la likely to rhnnge them l**fnre yott, 
ami fellow travelers In the ear* arc 
aure to change their clothes without 
deference to plnce or surroundings 
Men and women use the snme tank at 
the aame time In the public baths with¬ 
out a thought of Impropriety. 

The atreeta of a Japam*se city are full 
of tntereatlng sights and teem never 
twice tbe same. Every atore and every 
paaaer by la a novelty that chain* tbe 
attention for a moment. In a land 
where nearly all ware* an* hand made 
•very article haa aotue Individuality, 
and one la led on wlfh the hope of find¬ 
ing something better than the rest. 

Heavy loads are carried through the 
streets on the barks of men ami wom¬ 
en, on horses and on two wheeled carta. 
The carta are drawn by bulla or shag¬ 
gy northern stallions and are guided by 
tbe driver, who walks with tbe pole. 

The Iranians carried by women ami 
children are remarkable. All over Ja¬ 
pan tlie heaviest work la done by wom¬ 
en, tbe bricks and masonry for the new 
museum and government buildings be¬ 
ing ao transported in the heat of mid¬ 
summer. Children carry their brother* 
ami slaters strapped to their backa and 
haul great loads on heavy carta. Tbe 
life of tbe laboring claaaea seems very 
arduous, and they are remarkably pa¬ 
tient ami Industrious. Throughout Hty 
and country every one seems to be bard 
■t work. 

The death rate of Tokyo Is very high. 
Tbe custom of carrying very young 
children strapped on the back with 
their beads unprotected from tbe sun 
leads to thousands of cases of brain fe- 
var and bllndneaa. A majority of the 
children bear the marks of akin dla- 
««am, and their beads are otlen nau¬ 
seating to behold. Th* water used In 
city la suspicions, ami traveler* 
drink spring walet nr In. 
practice of rubbing certain wooden Im¬ 
ages on the temples to secure freetjpm 
from various forma of dlaeaae undoubt¬ 
edly assist* th# spread of various dim 
order*.—Chicago v’hronlcle.
